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Crisis in Vienna; When 
Is Ballet Girl Too Old? 


VIENNA, April 6—When is a ballet 
dancer to be considered old and 
eligible for a pension? The girls of 
the Vienna State Opera refuse to con: 
sider 25, or even 26, a proper age for 
such treatment. 

Four girls of the opera's ballet 
corps were recently laid off by action 
of Easha Leontjeff, Russian dancer 
and ballet director, for the specified 
reason that they had served 18 years 
and are elderly. 

A secret meeting was called and an 
agreement to strike reached. A de- 
mand for the reinstatement of the 
girls and the discharge of the di- 
rector, declaring it impossible to work 
with him, was also adopted. 

The managers of the opera are 
absent and cannot prepare a defense 
It is admitted that the girls will be 
victorious, because a ballet corps is 
essential to Viennese happiness. 


Fee Censorship Hit 
In Boston Hearing 


BOSTON, April 8--A »i!l providing a 
fee of $3 per reel for preview of talking 
and sound pictures was referred to the 
next annual session of the State Legio- 
lature by the legis!ative committee, fol- 
lowing a public hearing last week. This 
action was taken following the accept- 
ance of an offer made by Judge J. Aloert 
Brackett, who represented the film in- 
dustry at the hearing, to provide, equip 
and maintain a place to view the pic- 
tures. The offer was in licu of the fee 
proposal 

Brackett’s plan was opposed by Major 
Sidney Cliffe, Sunday censor of the State 
department of public safety, and by 
Gen. Alfred P. Foote, commissioner of 
public safety, who declared the depart- 
ment should not lean on an outside or- 
ganization for activities properly belong- 
ing to it. The discussion was finally 
closed when Brackett offered the equip- 
ment, operator and place of viewing as

It is perfectly suited to her talents and 
‘oday she romps thru it with all the 
sparkle that made the production memo- 
rable in 1911, 

Undoubtedly it is the performance of 
Mrs. Fiske that makes this farcical com- 
edy such excellent entertainment today, 
for Mrs. Bumpstead-Leigh is an antique 
and obvious comedy and the situations 
and lines would not cause any throwing 
of hats in the air for: their originality. 
It is Mrs. Fiske who gives them life and 
it is her playing that makes this pro- 
duction one to rank with the best in 
town. 

Her portrayal of the social climber 
whose every word and action is sham, 

well-nigh perfect. Thru her playing 
she wrings laughter and instills subtle 
comedy in lines that are not only ap- 
parent but downright dull. Considering 
the swarm of revivals that have engulfed 
New York this season, here is one that 
can put the others to shame and stand 
on its own feet for legitimacy in both 
playing and production. 

Mrs. Bumpstead-Leigh concerns the at- 
tempt of the widow and daughter of a 
patent medicine fakir to palm off a 
younger daughter on a socially promi- 
nent Long Island family. It is the old- 
est daughter's (played by Mrs. Fiske) 
idea. They are posing as an aristocratic 
English family and, what is more, get- 
ting away with it. You see, the young- 
est daughter, it has been arranged, is 
to marry Anthony Rawson, altho she 
does not love him. She is doing it at 
the insistence of her sister. 

Complications come thick and fast in 
this play and just when things appar- 
ently are all set, it develops that Mrs. 
Bumpstead-Leigh's sister is falling in 
love with Geoffrey Rawson, a brother of 
the man to whom she is officially be- 
trothed. Then, up turns a tombstone 
salesman who was engaged to Mrs. 
Bumpstead-Leigh when she lived in Mis- 
Sionary Loop. He has come to expose 
her 

She is too smart for him, however, and 
survives that situation nicely. Her young 
sister gets conscience stricken because 
of her love for the younger Rawson and 
tells the truth. Mrs. Bumpstead-Leigh, 
and her family are, of course, ordered 
from the house. 

Love triumphs in the end. The young 
Rawson professes his love for the sister 
and Mrs. Bumpstead-Leigh forces the 
Rawson family to accept her by threat- 
ening to give to the newspapers a scan- 
dal she has connected the older son with. 

As can be seen, Mrs. Bumpstead-Leigh 
is a trite and old-fashioned comedy, but 
In its current revival one overlooks the 
flaws in the piece as a play. It is the 
laying of Mrs. Fiske and her sujsport- 
ing company that puts it over 

Not all the honors go to the star, 
however. One of the most deft charac- 
terizations of the season is contributed 
by Sidney Toler, as the high-pressure, 
back-slapping, tombstone salesman. 
Here is a character that is head and 
Shoulders above the recent attempts to 
put this type of American on the stage. 

Stella Mayhew is excellent as the 
mother and it is too bad that she is 
not given greater opportunities to make 
use of her talents as a broad comedienne. 
She and Mrs, Fiske, however, make an 
excellent combination. During the first 
few moments it seems rather ludicrous 
to watch Miss Mayhew playing a mother 
to Mrs. Fiske. Such a feeling is not 
long-lived. The genius of Mrs. Fiske’s 
Playing grasps the imagination and cre- 
ates a perfect illusion of youthful force 
and ambition.

Altho this attempt to mold two of 
Robert Louis Stevenson's tales, The Sui- 
cide Club and The Rajah’s Diamond, 
into a popular mystery play has been 
earnest it lacks the smoothness and 
craftsmanship to be regarded as @ suc- 
cessful adaptation. Mystery Square has 
its exciting moments, but they have 
been almost smothered by the long, 
empty stretches in between 

Hugh A. Anderson and George Bamman 
have tied too many knots, with the re- 
sult that in the end this adaptation is 
incoherent. The trouble is that they 
have been unable to untie them. Un- 
doubtedly much of their difficulty is 
due to their attempt to create a love 
interest. Frankly, this part of the play 
is weak and serves only to be constantly 
interrupting or tripping the main ac- 
tion 


The big moment of the play comes 
when the 13 members sit down to draw 
cards, one of which means death within 
24 hours to the one getting it. This 
scene is drawn out carefully and suc- 
ceeds in creating a tenseness that Is 
lacking in the balance of the play. Even 
this scene loses much of its power thru 
the fact that it is most evident from 
the beginning that it is the prince (the 
leading character) who will finally draw 
the fatal card. 

After this one scene, Mystery Square 
disintegrates into a cheap, hokum, 
Broadway mystery play, showing all the 
sterility of thought that is a distinguish- 
ing mark of those productions and, what 
is more, resorting to all the claptrap 
properties possible to unravel the none- 
too-clever tangle it finds itself in. The 
ending is weak, incoherent and altogeth- 
er unsatisfactory 

Nor is the dialog anything to get ex- 
cited about. For one thing, it is far too 
windy and there are arid spaces wherein 
the characters talk and talk, but really 
say very little that assists in motivating 
the plot. This is particularly true of 
the love scenes, which are banal. 

Gavin Muir plays the prince, and does 
s0 with a nonchalance that is in pleas- 
ing relief to the pyrotechnics employed 
by the other members of the cast. How- 


ever, Gavin's playing will be far more 
effective if he will watch his articula- 
tion more carefully and not slur and 
swallow words. 

Edgar Stehli does some good work as 
the crippled Malthus, but he grossly 
overdoes that scene in which he is 
seized with a heart attack. John Ivan- 
covich is as gruesome a villain as the 
best days of the 10-20-30 ever saw. He, 
too, tends to overdo the villainy. Hubert 
Druce is excellent as the president of 
the club and plays with legitimacy and 
ease. 

The female end of the cast is weak, 
altho it must be said that the ladies 
have but few opportunities in this show. 
Believe it or not, Mystery Square would 
be a far better mystery play if the love 
interest had been forgotten. Marie 
Adels and Daphne Warren Wilson strive 
valiantly with their anaemic roles, but 
it is too much of a handicap under 
which they labor. Thomas Holding is 
well cast as the prince’s companion and 
gives one of the easiest performances in 
the play. 

The direction, which is uncredited. is 
uneven. The handling of the crowd is 
unimpressive and the attempts to in- 
ject color and life are weak. Cleon 
Throckmorton’s settings suffice.

Imported from London, after a run of 
@ year, John Drinkwater’s Bird in Hand 
arrives at the Booth Theater as a very 
slow, very long and, for the most part, 
a very thin comedy. It has its diverting 
moments and undoubtedly deserves close 
association with such adjectives as 
quaint and gentle. That lets it out, 
however, for despite the quality of the 
writing, the excellence of the direction 
and the finesse of the acting, Bird in 
Hand has been stretched too far to re- 
tain its strength. 


After being closely associated with the 
biographical drama for so many years, 
this watery comedy comes as a distinct 
surprise and in distinct contrast to 
Drinkwater’s earlier efforts. On that 
score it is interesting, for it is a clever- 
ly written piece that aptly reveals the 
author's rare gift for humor. In fact, 
this play is worthy of consideration not 
so much for what it says but rather 
for how it says it. 


It is more than evident that it has 
been no little effort to carry the theme 
over the required period for a full- 
length play. But once started toward 
that goal the author has gone to ex- 
tremes. He could not stop and his pad- 
ding has carried him considerably be- 
yond the bounds. Bird in Hand needs 
speed. The lines could stand plenty of 
pruning and the direction a faster pace. 

As a matter of fact, a very good por- 
tion of this comedy is concerned with 
“business” rather than with situations 
or, indeed, anything that assists in mo- 
tivating the plot. In other words, the 
most entertaining moments come not 
from Drinkwater’s writing or the story 
itself, but from the direction and the 
use of properties. It all is rattling good 
comedy, but it holds the story at a 
dead stop for long stretches. 

Bird in Hand is simplicity itself. It is 
another contribution to a season already 
crammed to the brim with plays having 
to do with the revolt of youth against 
their elders. Happily, Drinkwater is not 
concerned with the tragic or the dra-

Somebody who had a hand in the 
production of this play has a delightful 
sense of humor. That is the person who 
named the producing group The Superb 
Plays Corporation. Unfortunately, this 
same sense Of humor was not employed 
in the writing, and consequently He 
Walked in Her Sleep is one of the most 
feeble attempts at farce presented here 
in years 

There is very little plot, and there is 
not a genuinely funny situation to be 
found in the entire play. It’s all about 
a man named Tankers, who suspects 
that his wife is unfaithful to him, and 
on the advice of the butler (who is really 
a young law student in love with Tank- 
ers’ daughter) he tries to run away dur- 
ing the night, just to make her come to 
her senses, or something. He doesn't 
succeed in running away, and, of course, 
he finds out that his wife isn’t really 
unfaithful, so then the curtain comes 
down. 


Norman Cannon, the author, has 
packed his farce with lots of old sure- 
fire laugh getters. In the first act. a 
quest at the Tankers’ home squirts a 
bottle of seltzer all over his host. By 
the time the audience has recovered 
from that, this same guest says to the 
butler: “Your face annoys me", and the 
butler, who is really a law student, re- 
plies, “I can’t help that, I was born with 

Sometimes the characters just let 
the plot go altogether and settle down 
o being funny in a big way. It appears 

tho the author, while writing the 
second act, came across a book called, 
perhaps, “Best Jokes About Bridge’, so 
he just stopped the second act right 
there and had his characters sit down 
and play bridge, wisecracking with every 
card. It goes on like that for three 
acts. 


No one in the cast does much to im- 
prove the general tone of the play. 
Ralph Roberts is occasionally funny as 
Andrew Tankers, but most of the time 
he plays the part in the manner of the 
henpecked husband in a one-reel screen 
comedy, and Antony Stanford uses the 
same technique in playing the role of 
the troublesome guest. Beatrice Nich- 
Olls and Clare Stratton play passably in 
the feminine leads. Reed Brown, Jr., 
handles his role quietly and creates a 
favorable impression in spite of the poor 
lines the author has given him. Mar- 
garet Paige would be adequate as the 
French maid, except that she doesn’t 
pronounce French words very well. 

Whoever designed the sécttings should 
receive credit on the program. They 
are the best feature of the production.

Now, with 
the cast holding Equity contracts and 
with a salary guarantee posted with that 
organization, Blatt is protected insofar 
as Members must give him two weeks’ 
notice before leaving the show.

and disability insurance on their star 


They have found that it was hard to 
find an insurance company that would 
take it. 

After taking a heavy financial lo 


several seasons ago when Al Jolson sutf- 
fered a nervous breakdown and they were 
forced to close the production in which 
he was starring, the Shuberts have been 
seeking a method of protection. Withi 
the past few weeks they have applied 
for $100,000 policies on Phil Baker and 
Ted Healy and, it is reported, l 
other of their stars These policie 
would run for a year and would be pa 
able in full on the death of the insured 
A disability provision would assure them 
a proportionate return, however, if the 
insured were forced to remain idle thru 
illness or accident. 

The writer of the insurance has been 
finding it difficult to get a company to 
take the policy. The companies explain 
their position by stating that they con- 
sider actors bad risks They add 
this position is not due to a fear of 
accidents thru much traveling or be 
cause theatrical people have been four 
to be less healthy to those in other 
fields.

B’way Fails To Enthuse 
Over Hammerstein Plan 


NEW YORK, April 8—Arthur Ham- 
merstein’s announcement of last week 
that mext fall he would use the syn- 
chronization devices of the sound-screen 
in place of a pit orchestra in the 
forthcoming Hammerstein-Kern operetta 
failed to arouse much enthusiasm along 
Broadway, and is looked upon generally 
as a shrewd press stunt. 

Hammerstein announced that he was 
dickering with the Philadelphia Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra to record the Kern 
score, and said that the plan would re- 
sult in a saving in operation expense 
“in such cities as Chicago, Philadelphia 
and Boston, where unions force the 
producer to hire as many of the local 
musicians as he uses in his regular pro- 
duction orchestra, whether he can use 
them or not.” He also stated that the 
quality of the music would be better, 
since the production would not have to 
depend on wunrehearsed musicians in 
theaters on the road. 

Joe Weber, president of the American 
Federation of Musicians, told a Bill- 
board representative that his organiza- 
tion is not at all worried over Hammer- 
stein’s plan, since it is altogether im- 
possible to carry out. “Nowadays,” he 
said, “your musical comedy performers 
are followed by the orchestra, which is 
made up of human beings who are able 
to act in emergencies and keep the per- 
formance going at the proper tempo. It 
would be impossible for performers to 
follow a mechanical orchestra for any 
number of reasons. The slightest devi- 
ation from the regular routine, and the 
whole performance would be out of 
gear. Besides that, the synchronizing 
devices aren't perfected as to tone, and 
the public is not ready to accept them 
yet in place of the usual orchestra.” 

Weber's statements about coincide 
with the opinions of the leading musical 
producers, all of whom are inclined to 
pay very little attention to the idea. 
Ziegfeld made a public statement in 
which he attacked the plan, and said 
that “no teal artist would ever think 
of singing with a mechanical instru- 
ment.” 

But the plan, good or bad, grabbed off 
a lot of newspaper space, both for Ham- 


merstein and his opposers, and that is 
probably all it was intended for.

The doubling and tripling process 
started the middle of February, when 
Ben Bernie and his Hotel Roosevelt Or- 
chestra were doubled out of the ace 
house. Similar breaks were given in re- 
cent weeks to Buster Shaver and Brady 
and Wells, the latter act playing three 
RKO houses simultaneously one-half of 
the week. Harris and Radcliff were held 
over at the 47th Street house last week 
and doubled at the Riverside. 

Those who are squawking about the 
Palace-doubling idea, base their plaint 
on the consistent declarations by RKO 
that it has the cream of vaudeville talent 
at its disposal. If conditions were un- 
usually good and all worth-while acts 
were being kept working then, the 
squawkers explain, there would be noth- 
ing about which to complain. But with 
work even for good acts as scarce as it 
has been any season within memory, the 
doubling proposition is fraught with mis- 
chief for those at the RKO booking helm 
who have devoted much real effort and 
talk in recent weeks to convince the 
trade that they are trying earnestly to 
give all artistes every possible break. 
Investigation by The Billboard of the 
circumstances attending the double-up 
play to this limited number of acts dis- 
closed that booking executives are not so 
much at fault as the individual bookers 
ied up with the arrangement. Agents 
nfranchised by RKO are theoretically 
"required to keep the booking office posted 
constantly of the acts available in their 
black books Bookers are required, in 
turn, to consult these daily lists for ma- 
trial needed. A high booking official of 
the circuit is reported to have placed the 
finger of blame for the present condition 
on the indolence and lack of initiative 


of the bookers responsible for acts 
doubling from the Palace into their 
houses. The acquisition of several 


strong “names” which should have been 
on the RKO Time by Fox and Loew in 
recent weeks was brougint about, it is 
claimed, thru neg'ect occasioned by lack 
of good spots, this caused apparently by 
the isolated doubling engagements. 
Another angle of the doubling and 
tripling of acts from the Palace is the 
black mark it gives RKO in the eyes of 
the public. Patrons accustomed to see- 
ing Palace and neighborhood shows each 
week, the squawkers declare, are not 
likely to be impressed with RKO’s claim 
of possessing the best attractions in 
vaudeville if they are forced to see an 
act twice in one week or half-week at 
different houses. 

An indication of the way the favored 
acts feel about getting the doubling and 
tripling breaks is that most of them 
have bought large space in trade weeklies 
to tell their confreres about it. The 
artistes at liberty who read the boastful 
advertising copy cannot be blamed, say 
the squawkers, for feeling that they are 
being discriminated against.

A clothing store in Chicago and vari- 
ous hotels, Carr has also learned, were 
the victims of forged checks, and in 
some cases efforts have been made to 
collect from theaters where Carr himself 
has been playing, causing no end of in- 
convenience and embarrassment. In 
each case identifying cards of Carr's 
have been used in cashing checks. 

Carr simply wants theaters, hotels and 
others to keep a watch for anyone cash- 
ing checks and producing his identifica- 
tion cards, etc.

Former De Luxer Takes on 
Vaude., Joining Brooklyn 
and Detroit 


NEW YORK, April 6—As exclusively 
forecast in The Billboard two weeks ago, 
the Fox outfit is launching Monday an- 
other of its huge de luxe houses, the 
Fox, Philadelphia, into a big-time vaude- 
film po:icy. This makes the third Fox 
house of this class to drop presentations 
for vaudeville as an adjunct to films 
Fox’s Detroit went into vaudefilms to- 
day, as previously reported, and the cir- 
cuit’s mammoth Brooklyn de luxer was 
ushered into vaudefilms on March 17. 

Rather than attributing the switches 
to the failure of John Zanft’s handling 
of the presentation policies in these 
houses, the trade appears to be inclined 
toward the opinion that the Fox outfit 
recognizes in vaudeville an ideal outlet 
for splurges in “names” and generally 
stronger and_more economical stage at- 
tractions. The vaudefilm switches are 
also regarded as solutions of the circuit's 
local overseating problems. 


With less mammoth vaudefilmers in 
the towns of these houses than there 
should be it is seen that Fox is getting 
the jump on its opposition by introduc- 
ing a new form of an old class of amuse- 
ment, basing its belief in the success of 
the move by a certainty of the public 
reaction to good vaudeville. With Fox's 
Philadelphia added to Detroit and 
Brooklyn the extension of the vaudefilm 
idea is said to be past the experimental 
stage.

Action Likely Against 


Careless Indie Bookers 


Book Houses Without Contracts With Operators — Acts 


Uncertain of Dates — 


Report Complaints Are 


Being Made to Dormant License Bureau 


NEW YORK, April 8.—Local independent bookers who sign up houses with- 


out con 


tracts, on the complaint of others who do and artistes who have suffered 


enancial loss and inTonvenience thereby, may feel the sting of the long-hidden 


whip of the municipal License Bureau. 


From what is believed an authoritative 


but unofficial source comes the report that the license folk have definite com- 


plaints against the offending bookers. As 
to what the bureau will do about it is 
open to question. 

While the License Bureau may not feel 
that it is privileged to act in the matter 
of forcing bookers to hoid independent 
houses down to contracts, the trade is 
being aroused against the condition by 
showmen who do not fear to speak their 
minds with as much vehemence as char- 
acterized the recent gab and type cam- 
paien against contract flashers. 

’ Those who declare they are stirring the 
License Rureau to action against bookers 
who neglect tying up their houses to 
valid contracts say the evil of this 
neglect lies in the uncertainty of acts in 
plaving dates contracted for with the 
bookers as authorized representatives of 
the houses not bound to two-week no- 
tice agreements. In the past, when acts 
complained to the V. M. P. A. or the 

License Bureau—and frequently both— 
that they were not given dates con- 
tracted for, the plea of indie bookers 
was that they (the bookers) had not re- 
eived sufficient notice of cancellation 
of vaudeville policies from house op- 
erators. This trouble, protesting artistes 
declare at this late date, could have been 
avoided entirely (if the bookers were 
sincere in their alibiing) if the houses 
concerned were obliged by contracts with 
the bookers to play the acts. 

There is no section of the Employment 
Agency Law which states clearly that 
bookers must have contracts with houses 
for which they buy acts. Those trying 
to force the issue, however, believe they 
can achieve their purpose by making test 
cases at License Bureau hearings of 
bookers who can not execute contracts 
made with acts on the ground that the 
houses concerned were taken off their 
books without the customary two-week 
notice. By the booker being faced with 
revocation or suspension of his license 
cue to his neglect in binding the house 
operator to a reasonable cancellation 
agreement, it is seen that the non-con- 
tracting bookers will be forced thru 
necessity to attend to this detail. 

Meanwhile, according to protesting 
Sookers, the non-contracting ones are 
using their apparent willingness to take 
ichance as a bait to grab houses. They 
argue with house operators that by book- 
ing thru them he gets everything, of 
nigh quality and cheap, without himself 
ceing subjected to any inconvenient con- 
ractual restrictions.

Unusual Summer Slump 


Will Preeede Fall Boom 


NEW YORK, April 8.— Independent 
bookers look forward to a business boom 
in the fall, also the most depressing 
summer on record. Among the leaders 
in this field word has already been re- 
ceived of early vaudeville withdrawals. 
In sending their eafly cancellation no- 
tices, most of which will take effect by 
the end of next month, operators are 
reported to have indicated that they will 
start earlier in the fall than usual with 
mixed policies. 

While talkies have not done the harm 
to independent vaudeville which had 
been expected when they were first ac- 
claimed as the modern substitute for 
in-the-flesh attractions, operators claim 
that they are depending on canned acts 
as an aid in bridging over the summer 
slump. With business down to its usual 
summer level, operators are figuring 
that the lower the overhead the better 
will be the final outcome in the fall 
when they are ready to reinstall vaude- 
ville. Smaller houses buying acts thru 
indie bookers, their operators conclude, 
cannot do better business in the dog 
days, even with acts. These houses can- 
not pay big salaries and are thereby de- 
prived of box-office draws. The con- 


tracted patronage is caused by unwill- 
ingness of neighborhood trade to be 
confined indoors during balmy and swel- 
tering weather. Many among the 
average neighborhood populations leave 
their homes for the summer, this also 
serving to convince operators that a de- 
crease in overhead is necessary. They 
feel that additional business cannot be 
obtained when it does not exist. 
Operators have been on the alert dur- 
ing the past winter to learn from patrons 
what they think of talkies as against 
vaudeville. The composite result of the 
searching inquiry has been thaf patrons 
enjoy good sound and dialog films and 
cannéd shorts only when they are ex- 
ceptionally good. The operators found 
that their patrons want vaudeville, but 
swing fickle-like toward talkies when 
vaudeville bills are not up to standard. 
As a result, independent offices in toto 
will hardly be less better off in the fall,

bookers, with operators having a whole 
summer before them to compare the 
merits and failings of various offices and 
also listening to the salesmanship talks 
of indies scouting for Labor Day busi- 
ness.

Altho a slump of unequaled 
intensity set in and paralyzed booking 
activities of RKO and Loew over a long 
period, both of these offices, if not back 
to their normal state. are at least giv- 
ing their agents intermittent breaks 
This cannot be said for Pantages by the 
farthest stretching of partiality 


Pantages booking business is so hard 
hit that most of the enfranchised agents 
have given up as a bad job depending 
upon this office as a channel for talent 
employment. Edgar G. Milne, Pantages 
Eastern representative, thru no personal 
fault of his own, is unable to do better 
for Pantages salesmen than to book acts 
from week to week that have been con- 
tracted for under the vague Pan. con- 
tract system some months ago

refraining from buying any fal in 
advance: he is several months behind 
Uncertain as to his own status, according 
to report. this unsteadiness is reflected 
in his act-buying activity.

Among these are grumblers who main- 
tain that the few chances that have 
arisen to book acts have been grabbed by 
agents and producers “on the outside”, 
those not enfranchised by the Pan.

In the last month describing an 
agent as one who sells acts exclusively 
to Pantages has been regarded as an- 
alogous to saying he has not heen doing 
any business.

Lillian Roth 


Reviewed at the Palace, New York. 
Style—Singing. Setting—In one, Time 
—Fifteen minutes. 


When this reviewer caught Lillian 
Roth in 1926 she was augmenting her 
warbling with stepping and talking. 
Now it’s a straight singing act and a far 
better one all around. Since then Miss 
Roth has had a featured part in Vanities 
and a spot in the Ziegfeld Roof show. 
Evidently she’s profited by her higher 
status in showdom and this, her first 
Palace date, finds her a single worthy of 
many more dates at the 47th street 
stand. In her old act she Was a per- 
sonal wow, but unsuited material damp- 
ened her appeal considerably 

She has acquired an ease which was 
before conspicious by its absence. Even 
now Miss Roth suffers by a too-deter- 
mined deportment. She barely leaves 


the stage-center spot. She makes up 
for this in delivery, however. Her ges- 
tures and facial expression speak vol- 
umes if her tongue doesn’t. Hers is a 
cycle of hot and cute numbers, most of 
which look like published pieces. There's 
also a ballad, used after the routine 
bows. This is Happy Days. Lillian puts 
this one over with a great big wallop. 
In the recitative portion her enunciation 
can bear improvement, but here again 
her punchy delivery drowns the dis- 
cords. They called her out for another 
encore at this show and she hit a homer 
with Oh, Boy, How It Was Raining. 
This girl is evidently cocksure of herself, 
using this as a tag piece, because it is 
by far the strongest item in her song 
bag. Took a load of bows here in the 
fourth spot. There's still some slight 
fixing needed, but Lillian is now genu- 
ine big time.

White and Manning 
Assisted by Al Samuels and Brothers 
Reviewed at the Palace, New York. 

Styvle—Dancing. Setting—In two (spe- 
cial).

Harry White and Alice Manning, it can 
be readily seen, are anything but apron 
hogs. Corking comedy steppers them- 
selves and as clever as they come on 
terpsichorean panto. they have taken 
unto them the three Samuels Brothers.

Equipping Planes To Take 


Sound Pictures From 


the Skies 


NEW YORK. April 8.—With the march 


of progress in sound picture advance- 
ment Fox again takes the lead with a 
later innovation. Airplanes, equipped 


n the manner of the one-ton trucks now 
veing used in gathering news for Fox 


Movietone, are to be pressed into serv- 
ice in increasing speed production. Al- 
ready One plane thoroly equipped with 
recording apparatus is functioning 


As far as known this is the first in- 


stance in which an airplane has been 
included as a staff factor in a news-reel 
service. In the past the various organ- 
izations filming daily news events found 
it necessary to rent planes whenever one 
was needed for quick transportation of 
the filming of any particular news sub- 
ject. 


It is expected that Fox will add to its 


single plane from time to time until an 
entire fleet is available for transporta- 
tion of sound cameramen to the scene 
of occurrence classified in the category 
of interesting news It will then be 
possible for the plane to reach the scene 
in record time, photograph the particu- 
lar subject and immediately fly back 
to the laboratories, where the exposed 
negative can be developed, printed and 
sent out to exhibitors with but a 
minimum expenditure of time.

It is then the cue for his stable- 
mate, Battling Roff, in which role 
George Kotsanaros, the wrestler, is ideal, 
to follow in with his manager and set 
up a ring in a tent and offer $1,000 to 
anyone staying four rounds with the 
battler. The two pugs then engage in a 
public brawl, which leads to Roberts go- 
ing after the grand in a presumably up- 


and-up fight in the ring—with the 
natives going hook, line and sinker on 
him only to have him knocked cold, 


while the trio leave town with the roll. 
All goes fine until Roberts meets the 
girl, in this case Barbara Kent. Then he 
decides to go straight, but not with- 
out plenty of opposition from his erst- 
while pals. There are some good fight 
scenes and Murray demonstrates this: 
his voice is suitable for the screen dia- 
log sequences that are introduced here 
and there.

“The Godless Girl” 
(PATHE-PHOTOPHONE) 
At the Cameo 


A lot of dialog, good and poor, has 
flown under the cinema bridge since 
Cecil B. De Mille started the production 
of his epic dealing with atheism and 
conditions of some of our reformatories, 
and it has taken a long time for the pic- 
ture to reach Broadway. Finally it came, 
dressed up with a musical score, sound 
effects and a patch of dialog. The talk- 
ing is at the finish, but would not be 
missed, were it not there. 

With a semi-religious premise, De Mille 
seeks to show in The Godless Girl how 
mistaken a young girl is in renouncing 
God to become an atheistic leader in her 
school. During a riot between students 
who differ on the question, a young girl 
is killed, and she, together with the hero, 
who believes in God, are sent to a re- 
formatory The comedy relief (Eddie 
Quillan) is sent along with the couple so 
that a few brighter and lighter moments 
might lessen the tension and sordidness 
of the scenes, most of brutality, in the 
institution 

With Noah Beery cast as the ruthless 
head guard of the reformatory he rules, 
life is pictured as a veritable hell for the 
inmates. Altho titles assure these con- 
ditions actually exist, the cruelty.of the 
guards seems a trifle overdone. 

The girl, Lina Basquette, is adamant 
in her stand against God, but eventually 
relents, as anyone viewing the picture 
feels she will so that De Mille can prove 
his case in favor of religion. The boy, 
stern in his belief in the face of un- 
speakable horrors that encompass him, 
and the girl love each other, and to- 
gether they win their release by saving 
the brutal Beery from a fire that breaks 
out in the reformatory. Even the cruel 
head guard gets a touch of religion at 
the finish when he dies. 

George Duryea and Lina Basquette play 
their respective roles competently, and 
Marie Prevost is seen in a supporting 
part that she does to perfection. 

There is a lot of detail in The Godless 
Girl, This has a tendency to make it 
tiring in certain parts, even tho the story 
in a general way is tragic and real. Pure- 
ly as entertainment, the De Mille pic- 
ture rates fairly high—hicher, in fact, 
than some of its critics are inclined to 
feel. 

To the exhibitor, The Godless Girl 
should present itself as a very safe bet. 
The title alone is an attraction, and the 
De Mille name suggests the picture can't 
really be bad. Exploitation possibilities 
including tieups with religious organiza- 
tions, churches, etc. are many and 
varied.

Others in the cast play their roles well, 
with “Shorty” handling his role very 
capably.

“Clear the Deck” 
(UNIVERSAL) 
At the Colony 

Clear the Deck would hint that 
Reginald Denny is sipping somewhat. 
The picture is simply a glorified two- 
reeler, with the once powerful box-office 
star romping thru it in much the same 
manner that he has in all of his films, 
only this one is not quite as funny as 
Skinner’s Dress Suit and a few others. 

E. J. Rath is the author of the story. 
It may have read well, but, unfortunate- 
ly, fails to provide Denny with material 
that guarantees the picture more than 
a fair degree of success. Denny plays 
the role of a rich young bachelor (he 
never played anything else), who takes 
the place of a sick friend, who has been 
ordered to take an ocean voyage with an 
annoying male nurse to see that he 
sticks to a goat-milk diet. Denny sub- 
stitutes so that he can be on the same 
boat with a girl whom his love-sick eye 
has caught. A few situations are worked 
up in a sure-fire way, but judged in its 
entire 6,000 feet or thereabouts, Clear the 
Deck is poor entertainment. 

There are a couple patches of dialog, 
but the talk is about as mediocre as the 
wise-cracky subtitles, written for the 
Silent sequences. Denny's voice is noth- 
ing to shout about, altho it is heard 
clearly enough. 

Olive Hasbrouch is opposite Denny and 
fills her role, what there is of it, satis- 
factorily.

“Coquette” 
(UNITED ARTISTS) 
At the Rivoli 

America’s sweetheart becomes an ador- 
able flapper and a great emotional 
actress in her first talking picture, 
Coquette, which United Artists has 
brought to the screen as one of the best 
Pictures it ever made. Miss Pickford 
Will be a distinct surprise to many of 
her followers, fans who perhaps have 
thought all she could do was look pretty 
. the long curls and short dresses she 
‘as had to wear so many years. 

In the scene when the hero dies, Miss 
Pickford does exceptionally fine work, 
‘Ustalning one of the longest dramatic 
‘scenes the talkies have produced thus 
ft. Her acting in the sequence that 
lads up to the hero's demise and the 
“ene following in which she refused to 
ty to save her father, who did the shoot- 
ing, is vorth the entire time it takes to 
ut thru the picture. 

The first two reels or so are a trifle 

» but from here on the picture 
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builds to a gripping climax, the dialog 
and action holding the interest in a 
tense way 

In making the picture censorproof, 
United Artists and its director, Sam Tay- 
lor, who also adapted the dialog from 
the original play, have changed the Ao- 
bott-Bridgers success so that the father, 
rather than the heroine, commits suicide 
in the courtroom, where the former is 
being tried for murder of the man the 
girl loved. 

The picture protects the heroine from 
the inference that she has had an affair 
with the rugged mountaineer she wants 
to marry, altho it is established she was 
with him alone in his hills cabin. One is 
inclined to feel that the picture version 
is far more effective than the play, with 
the tag line of the heroine making for 
an unusually effective ending. 

Matt Moore, as Stanley Wentworth, 
who has long sought the hand of Norma 
Besant, played by Miss Pickford, tells 
her after the father’s suicide that he 
will wait for her and she unconcernedly 
starts off, saying she thinks she'll go 
home to help her brother with his 
algebra. 

Taylor's direction on the whole is un- 
questionably able. There are one or two 
scenes in which results have not been as 
effective as desired, especially the 
sequence in which Mary tells a part of 
her story to the buxom housemaid of 
the Besants. In this bit one does not 
hear her voice clearly. 

Miss Pickford looxs the part of Norma 
Besant as one imacines it and her 
Southern accent is always effectively 
enhancing her sterling performance. 
John Mack Brown, as the hero, is ac- 
ceptable, tho not outstanding. Matt 
Moore is far better in the role allotted 
him, while John Sainpolis, as the girl’s 
father, does as good work. The brother, 
played by William Janney. is less effec- 
tive than the actor who did it in the 
play and fails to bring out any great 
amount of comedy. The picture, in fact, 
has very little comedy relief. 

Coquette will be an extremely big hit 
everywhere, it can’t help it.

“Slim Fingers” 
(UNIVERSAL) 
At the Arena

Pictures in which Jack Mulhall and 
Dorothy Mackaill appear are usually en- 
tertaining, and Children of the Ritz 
proves no exception to the general rule. 

Miss Mackaill, who seems more beau- 
tiful with each succeeding production, is 
excellent as the spoiled society beauty, 
who marries the family chauffeur, follow- 
ing her father's financial ruin, brought 
about by the stock market. 

Fortunately, Mulhall — the movie 
chauffeur—has $2,500 to bet on a “sure 
thing” at the racetrack, and the “sure 
thing” wins. With the $50,000 he and 
his bride move into the Ritz. The nest 
egg melts away rapidly because of his 
bride’s extravagance. Forced to a show- 
down, he quits her, and takes to driving 
a taxi nights to earn a little cash. 

After the separation the girl learns of 
his nocturnal! flights in the 15 and 5, and 
is suddenly overwhelmed by her own un- 
reasonableness. After she sees the light 
they finally patch things up and look 
around for a more modest abode. 

This is the prize story for which First 
National and a popular national maga- 
zine combined to pay off a substantial 
cash award a year ago to the author, 
whose story was adjudged the best in the 
contest. 

John Francis Dillon directed. Altho 
not intended as more than a program 
picture, Children of the Ritz is superior 
in entertainment value to many of the 
so-called “specials” that reach the 
market. Exhibitors will find it a uni- 
formly good box-office bet.

“Filming of the Golden 


Eagle” 
(NO DIST. CREDITS) 
At Sth Ave. Playhouse 

If Filming of the Golden Eagle could 
be booked and played as it was here, with 
the producer, Capt. C. W. R. Knight, 
speaking to the audience as the picture 
unreels, pointing out various sidelights 
and demonstrating his trained eag'e at 
the finish, it would be a great attraction. 
Showing just the film itself would hold 
little interest except that which is gained 
from the few closeups and slow-motion 
shots of the English bird of prey in its 
native wild life. ° 

The condition of the print is such that 
the shots are sometimes smaller than the 
regular size, so that they cover only a little 
over half the screen. This is bad and in- 
dicates that the filming was amateurish. 
Some of the scenes are bricht and well 
done, while others are yellowish and hazy. 

There is also considegable extraneous 
material in the picture to stretch it out 
to feature length, but to anyone inter- 
ested in ornithology, this celluloid study 
of birds, and particularly the golden 
eagle, is interesting, to say the least.

The long awaited and lavishly billed 
Syncopation, filmed in the East by 
Radio, nee FBO, finally made its New 
York debut, and despite the presence of 
Waring’s Pennsylvanians as its prom- 
inent feature, fails to show cause for un- 
due excitement. In fact the picture is 
extremely ordinary, with a trite plot and 
photography that is rather poorly done. 


The sound reproduction at the Hippo- 
drome was pretty terrible, which may or 
may not have been the fault of the 
house. Anyhow the voices of the entire 
cast were indistinct and it was difficult 
to follow the story from the dialog. As 
it was, however, the story is so trite 
that it will cause one little exertion of 
the brain to figure out what it is all 
about as it has been done many times 
on the screen in the past.

But this par- 
ticular villain is a first-class screen 
scoundrel and when the girl finds that 
his intentions are not matrimonial, but 
ultra-modern, she gives him the air and 
returns to the ever-waiting arms of the 
husband. 

Bobby Watson is fair as the husband, 
while few bouquets could hardly be 
wafted in the direction of Miss Bennett 
for the excellence of her portrayal of 
what we should term an extraordinarily 
selfish young wife 

Morton Downey, as the songwriter, 
Lou, unfortunately was seen at a disad- 
vantage. His song numbers would prob- 
ably have been pleasing if they could 
have been heard. Ian Hunter is weak 
as the “heavy”. 

Waring’s Pennsylvanians are offered 
plenty of opportunity to show their 
talent thruaut, but this is hardly suf- 
ficient to raise Syncopation from the 
realms of very ordinary features to the 
heights of say, The Broadway Melody. 
Bert Glennon directed and Gene Markey 
wrote the dialog. The screen play is an 
adaptation of the musical comedy, Step- 
pin’ High, J. E. P. 


“Stolen Kisses”

For its first run in New York Warner's 
new part-talkie, Stolen Kisses, rated 
booking as but one-half of a double fea- 
ture at one of the neighborhood houses. 
From this it can be readily observed it 
does not assay very high in the estima- 
tion of exhibitors as a box-office attrac- 
tion. Movie patrons are no longer satis- 
fied to dig into the kick for a picture 
simply because it has dialog; it must 
also have story value. 

Insofar ‘as story value is concerned in 
the current Warner feature it is very 
much minus. The dialog by James Starr 
is amateurish, which naturally placed 
the players under a severe handicap. The 
plot is just so much hooey and would 
hardly do justice to a two-reel comedy 
let alone a full-length feature

New York Recitals 


In Town Hall, Easter matinee, the well- 
known and popular English cellist, Felix 
Salmond, gave his only New Ycrk recital 
of this season before a fair-sized audi- 
ence, which included many of his close 
friends and fellow artists. The infre- 
quently played Variation Concertantes by 
Mendelssohn and the Beethoven Sonata 
in G-Minor, Opus 5, No. 2, made up the 
first half of the careful program selected 
For these he had the very capable but 
rather predominating assistance of Dr. S. 
Rumschisky at the piano. Unaccom- 
panied, Salmond played even more pleas- 
ingly the Bach Suite No. 3 in C-Major 
and for his final group and variety the 
Sicilienne by Faure, Menuet by Debussy, 
Schumann’s ever lovely Abendlied and 
the Melodie by Frank Bridge, all with Dr. 
Rumschisky’s accompaniments. Inter- 
polated, however, were a Nocturne and 
Humoresques MHebraiques by Abram 
Chasins, the composer furnishing the 
required interpretations and piano help. 
Both were interesting and well received. 
Salmond is always so painstaking and 
conscientious and plays so easily and 
well, his tone so round and full and in 
keeping with his masterful technique 
his performance is always a thoro delight 
This occasion was indeed so and the 
encores demanded (including the ubiq- 
uitous Swan) were listened out to the 
end by all of the appreciative audience.

Doris Humphrey, formerly one of Ruth 
St. Denis’ leading dancers, who has been 
engaged in teaching here in New York 
for the past two years, gave a highly 
interesting dance recital on Sunday eve- 
ning at the Theater Guild. 

A group number entitled “Life of the 
Bee”, after Maeterlinck, proved to be one 
of the finesta&bits of group work seen in 
this city. The dancing was accompanied 


to the “droning” of a chorus, the con- 
ception, execution and design being 
extraordinarily well presented. 

A boxing dance entitled “Ringside” 


had the honor of being an absolutely new 
idea, and it was exceptionally well done 
by John Glenn and Charles Lasky. In 
this number practically all the highlights 
of a modern prize ring exhibition were 
given, with the “dancing feet” of the 
tighters cleverly tied up to good design 
and movement. 

Charles Weidman appearing as assist- 
ing artist climbed to further heights in 


his dance called ‘“Compassion—st. 
Francis”, which had some real fine stuff 
in it. A number entitled “Savonarola” 
was not so good, lacking the full maturity 
which the subject demanded. . 


The Grieg Concerto in A-Minor was 
given with some work done both by Miss 
Humphreys and her group. This num- 
ber was seen at a previous recital last 
vear. As then, it was excellent and is 
still the best group work yet seen. Louis 
Horst, pianist and conductor, had charge 
of the music in this and gave a very 
fine performance. 


There were spots in the work of Miss 
Humphrey and in her’ group which 
showed a startling lack of knowledyve of 
movement and co-ordination such as the 
Isadora Duncan dancers and the Noyes 
group have. This was particularly no- 
ticeable in deportment and in the genera! 
use of the body. Miss Humphrey seemed 
stiff too in the torso, having very little 
fluency, even in her dance entitled 
“Speed”, which suffered badly from the 
lack of it. J.B 


Lonny Epstein was heard in a pianv re. 
cital by a small audience in Town Hall 
Monday evening, April 1. A Beethoven 
Polonaise as the opening selection and 
Schubert's Sonata, A-Major, Op. 120, 
served to show this young pianist as an 
earnest musician possessing much tech- 
nical skill, but detracting from this skill 
was the lack of variety in tone coloriug 
Better suited to Miss Epstein’s style cf 
playing was the Brahms Sonata, F Sharp- 
Minor, which was given a scholarly read- 
ing.

William Hain, tenor, who has been 
singing in the productions of the Little 
Theater Opera Company at the Hecksher 
Theater, made his debut recital appear- 
ance in Steinway Hall Tuesday evening, 
April 2. His program was none too well 
chosen, as several songs taxed his voice, 


particularly in the high notes, making 
them unsteady and thin. In the well- 
known aria LeReve from Manon, also 


songs by Buzzi-Peccia and Sektberg, his 
voice was of a pleasing and promising 
quality. His diction was commendable 
Willard Sektberg gave able assistance at 
the piano. 


On Wednesday evening, April 3, at 
Town Hall, another artist violinist hail- 
ing from out of the Northwest—Minne- 
apolis—one Mischa Elzon, astonished 
many in a progressively interesting and 
excellent recital A Bach Concerto and 
Respighi Sonata in B-Minor were much 
interrupted by the late comers who were 
filing in up to the middle of the program 
After intermission a Bach Prelude ar- 
ranged by Kreisler and a Prayer from 
TeDeum and a March from Choice of 
Hercules, both Flesch arrangements of 
Haendel, made up his next group. The 
first performance in America of Petite 
Suite Russienne by Jacques Pillois proved 
a delightful novelty and of considerable 
merit. Pillois had to acknowledge its 
warm reception and undoubtedly will 
hear it on many other artists’ programs 
Kreisler settings of Granados’ Spanish 
Dance and Godowsky’s Nocturnal Tangier 
closed the printed program, but several 
other selections were demanded. Elzon 
deserves frequent hearing While young 
in vears, his execution, tone and general 
style are of mature proportions—of seri- 
ous mien—of short stature—he resorts 
somewhat to dramatic and declamatory 
methods with a special leaning toward 
the long drawn bow with’ very rich 
sostenuto. His accompanist, Arie Abi- 
leah, at times furnished overstrenuous 
support, but otherwise was in thoro 
accord.

the texture and color of every pair of 
hose worn in the production, and each 
pair must be perfection itself on the leg. 
He insists that the finish of every cos- 
tume on the inside be as beautiful as 
that of the exterior. His psychology is 
that the performer will play shoddily if 
his costume is shoddy, and beautifully if 
the costume is beautiful. George White 
goes in for ‘extremes’ in costuming. The 
costume must ‘hit you in the eye’, and 
he will insist on a highly abbreviated 
covering that displays every curve of his 
beautiful girls; or very gorgeous cos- 
tumes, yards wide, embroidered in 
crystals, diamonds and pailettes, en- 
hanced by flattering white plumes. After 
the designing has been taken care of, the 
first thing he will order is the shoes. 
Feminine footwear, he believes, should re- 
flect the last word in style and perfection 
in his productions. A great part of the 
success Of his shows depends upon the 
dancing of the girls, and shocs that are 
both attractive and comfortable are the 
secret of good dancing. Before the New 
York opening of a production, Earl Car- 
roll will call each member of his en- 
semble out of line and examine her 
makeup minutely, to make sure that it 
harmonizes with the costume. This 
process takes hours of his time, as Car- 
roll's productions usually have a chorus 
of 125 people. He also insists that hats 
be designed and worn so that no shadows 
are thrown across the face. Carroll's 
theory is that every bit of feminity 
should be retained by the costumes worn 
in the ensembles. Arthur Hammerstein 
insists upon simplicity of line in his 
costumes. He doesn't like to spoil the 
natural beauty of a girl’s body by what 
he terms ‘unnecessary folderol’. He will 
pay a great deal of money for the ma- 
terial that goes into the costumes, but 
very little for embroidery to put on them. 
Hammerstein never has to be told 
whether a costume is the last word or 
not—he knows intuitively. Schwab and 
Mandel know the exact relation of cos- 
tumes to the type of play they are pro- 
ducing. When they do a play of college 
life, they never overdo one detail. The 
college girl’s costume will more than 
likely consist of a pleated skirt, sweater 
and tam-o-shanter. And when they doa 
show like The New Moon, the costumes are 
a sartorial mirror of the romantic period 
in which the operetta is supposed to take 
place.”

The Shuberts cannot hope to get far 
with this one. It is a crude, deliberate 
attempt to imitate The Student Prince, 
Blossom Time and others of that ilk, and 
if there is an original moment in the 
entire production, it has escaped the at- 
tention of this reviewer. Music in May is 
a blueprint tracing from curtain to cur- 
tain, and a very inept one at that. If 
it lingers any time at all, it will be due 
to some intensive plugging by the cut- 
rates. 

Needless to say that it concerns a 
prince, who falls in love with a poor but 
honest girl. Too, there are those banal 
situations that are usually found in such 
conglomerations, but after said Prince 
has had his difficulties for 2 hours and 
20 minutes, things right themselves, and 
he is safely returned to the girl. 

Frankly, it is an anaemic plot, and the 
less said about it the better. It does 
serve for a heavy coating of gaudy uni- 
forms, musty scenery and a better than 
average dose of the stifling trappings 
often identified with this type of enter- 
tainment. However, in this case, the 
Shuberts have been too generous. They 
have smothered a play that already was 
gasping for breath. 

The score is equally unoriginal. Filled 
to the brim with sorry attempts at rous- 
ing drinking songs end Viennese waltzes, 
it takes its place as one of the most 
imitative contributions to the current 
season. There is not an outstanding 
number in the score, and the largest part 
of it is too reminiscent for serious con- 
sideration. 

In fact, the only relieving moments in 
the production come when Solly Ward, 
an excellent comedian, is on the stage. 
There is no doubt but that the impres- 
sion he leaves is due to his own efforts 
rather than to any assistance given himi 
by the authors. 

There is very little dancing, with the 
exception of the usual routines offered 
by the Chester Hale girls. No room is 
allowed for individual dancing talent, a 
major weakness in this production. 
Music in May needs life.. In its present 
form it is too laborious to be anything 
but depressing. 

The staging of the book is weak and 
stilted. Situations have not been care- 
fully built up, and the efforts to inject 
real dramatic interest in the book have 
fallen flatter than the proverbial pan- 
cake. Too, the ensemble movements are 
stiff and lack buoyancy and inspiration. 

In attempting to recapture the atmos- 
phere that made such successes of Blos- 
som Time and The Student Prince, the 
producers have been none too happy in 
casting this show. Gertrude Lang, in the 
prima donna role, is not strong enough 
to carry the part vocally. Having an im- 
pressive personality, she carries thru well 
enough on the lines and situations, but 
the score is too much for her to handle. 
On the other hand, Bartlett Simmons, as 
the Prince, is above the average when it 
comes to handling songs, but his at- 
tempts at acting are weak. 

Greek Evans is hopelessly lost in the 
role of a composer. Marjorie Leach, a 
comedienne of the Charlotte Greenwood 
type, is never given a chance, altho her 
few attempts give evidence that she de- 
serves a better fate than she has been 
handed in this production. Joseph Ler- 
tora plays the villain with oily ease. AS 
far as individual performances go, Music 
in May belongs to Solly Ward and Gladys 
Baxter, the latter as a Russian comtesse. 
She has the best voice in the production, 


a'tho she is given but one major oppor- 
tunity to make use of it. However, that 
once is enough to tie up the show. 

The choral work in this piece is ex- 
cellent and the main feature of the pro- 
duction. Its effectiveness has been unN- 
dermined with the generosity with which 
it is laid on. Frankly, there is too much 
singing, too many encores in the piece. 

The settings and costumes are not up 
to par. They are lavish, but unimpres- 
sive.

After being in and out of the hands 
of several leading producers, Man’s 
Estate, the first play from the hands of 
Beatrice Blackmar and Bruce Gould, New 
York newspaper people, at last has found 
production with the Theater Guild. It is 
an interesting, tender play, beautifully 
done by the Guild and worthy of holding 
its head high with the previous produc- 
tions sponsored by that organization. 

There are, to be sure, obvious flaws in 
the construction of the piece that may 
well be laid to the fact that this is a 
first play. For one thing, it is slow in 
getting started, the first two-thirds of 
the first act being more reportorial than 
dramatic. Again the ending is incon- 
clusive, a fact that detracts immeasur- 
ably from the full force of the drama. 

Nevertheless there is a glowing honesty 
about Man’s Estate that cannot be 
dimmed. There is a freshness, a crisp- 
ness that fills it despite its utter lack 
of originality. Certainly it is most evi- 
dent that the authors have received 
their training in the newspaper school, 
for this play is a brilliant piece of re- 
porting the result of shrewd and highly 
trained powers of observation, however 
faulty it may be dramaturgically. 

Man’s Estate is the old story of the re- 
volt of the young against the smug, hide- 
bound traditions of their elders. It more 
directly concerns Jerry Jordan, a modern, 
independent youth who has ambitions to 
become a famous architect. He vows 
that nothing will daunt him, altho his 
family is constantly urging to accept his 
uncle’s offer of Joining him in the hard- 
ware business. 

Jerry is enraptured by his day dreams 
of study in Vienna, Venice and Paris, for 
he has just been awarded a scholarship 
carrying three years at Yale and a year 


abroad. He swears that nothing can 
hold him. 
But Jerry is in love with Sesaly 


Blaine, altho she is in wholehearted ac- 
cord with his views. Then they, lose 
their heads and Sesaly finds that she is 
to have a baby. She and Jerry are mar- 
ried at the earnest behest of his parents, 
but she says that she had her fingers 
crossed during the ceremony and there- 
fore it really didn't take. She has done 
this she says so that he may go on with 
his career and then, when he is ready, 
she will be waiting for him. 

In the end, however, just when Sesaly 
is ready to sail for Vienna and Jerry 
is free to go to Yale, he decides that 
he cannot live without her. He has made 
arrangements to enter the hardware 
business so that they can be together 
immediately. She wistfully adds that 
maybe he can continue his architectural 
studies in the evening and, as the final 
curtain drops, she is taking off her hat 
and coat as he excitedly describes the 
little house he has found for them. 

On the surface Man’s Estate is comedy 
and it is generously sprinkled with home- 
ly, homespun humor. Underlying all 
this, however, is tragedy that bites and 
tugs. True, the small-town smugness, as 
reflected in the older characters of the 
play, is overdone and youth is too 
sympathetically portrayed to carry 4vso- 
lute conviction One might conciunae 
after seeing this clay that all people 
who live in rural communities are boobs 
and the only broadminded people in the 
country are to be found in New York. 
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However, what Man's Estate lacks in 
construction has been more than bal- 
anced by the excellent production given 
it. Margalo Gillmore’s performance as 
Sesaly is filled with beauty and earnest- 
ness. Indeed she has done much toward 
making Man's Estate appear less com- 
monplace in texture and design than it 
really is 

Earle Larimore is equally as sincere in 
his portrayal of the visionary Jerry, but 
his performance is marred here and there 
by his tendency to overdo. This was most 
noticeable in the early moments of the 
piay, altho as the drama became more 
direct he seemed to get a firmer grasp 
on himself 

Two of the best pieces of work are 
done by Dudley Digges and Elizabeth 
Patterson, as Jerry’s parents. Certainly 


their characterizations of a narrow- 
minded, petty and false small-town 
couple is well-nigh perfect. Edward 


Pawley is excellent as the liberal-minded 
son-in-law, and Armina Marshall is im- 
pressive as his attractive wife. Florence 
Gerald, Edward Favor, Louis Veda and 
Maria Ziccardi are well cast in their 
minor roles. 

The direction of Digges has been easy 
and intelligent. Cleon Throckmorton’s 
settings are fine, especially that for the 
first act WILFRED J. RILEY.

A few years ago a play called Appear- 
ances arrived in town amidst a fanfare 
of publicity all because it had been writ- 
ten by a colored San Francisco bellboy, 
and backed by a group of men prominent 
in the theater. At that time it was 
labeled a sincere but inept piece of 
writing with little or no reason for being 
considered a Broadway attraction. For 
some unknown reason the play appears 
again and a second try only serves to 
impress the fact that its outlook as a 
metropolitan production is hopeless. 

No one will deny the high motives 
that prompted its writing and it is 
equally evident that the reasons behind 
this renewed bid for favor are commend- 
able.

Puns in the Theater 


Very severe highbrows have a way of 
condemning the humble pun with such 


force that when they come to consider 
Shakespeare they are put to it how to 
Save their faces. Professor Lounsbury 
called it “that lowest form of intel- 
lectual depravity,” and admitted with 
sorrow that “in an age when most men 
were vicious Shakespeare was the most 


vicious of all.” Brander Matthews wrote 
“We should be glad to believe that 
Shakespeare had a keener sense of ar- 
tistic propriety than these things reveal.” 

Instead of putting all puns at the 
foundation of what is bad in wit, critics 
should consider that, like men, puns are 
various. It is dangerous to generalize 
about them A neat play on words, 
especially when it appears to be spon- 
taneous, is not necessarily worthless in- 
tellectually. In the theater it evokes 
more laughter than higher forms of wit, 
and when it is unexpected it doubles 
in value

Rules Governing Contests Approved 
By the Rodeo Association of America 


The following rules governing the con- 
tests sanctioned and approved by the 
Rodeo Association of America are sub- 
mitted for the information and guidance 
of the member organizations. 


It is fully appreciated by the directors 
of the association that owing to arena 
conditions and a variance in State laws 
and public sentiment relative to rodeo 
contests, the rules must be more or less 
flexible, and in drafting these rules the 
directors have attempted to regulate 
only such matters as are common to all 
contests regardless of where held or un- 
der what local restrictions. 

The rules may be extended as the 
member organizations find necessary, but 
in no case should they be altered so as 
to make less difficult the successful par- 
ticipation in the various sanctioned con- 
tests. In this, the association must de- 
pend on the honor and good judgment 
of the local managers 

The directors of the association par- 
ticularly wish to impress on all member 
organizations the necessity for extreme 
care in the selection of judges, timers 
and all other officials called on to serve 
in contests recognized by the association 
and in which championships will be 
awarded by the association. These of- 
ficials should be required to familiarize 
themselves with all rules governing the 
contests. The selection of competent of- 
ficials will insure satisfaction to the con- 
testants and save the local management 
and association annoyance and embar- 
rassment. 

The management of member organiza- 
tions should forward promptly to the 
secretary of the association the names and 
addresses of the successful contestants 
and the positions awarded them, and also 
the time if it is a contest in which time is 
the determining factor. Should disputes 
occur or protests be filed, written state- 
ments should be requested from judges 
and others interested—these to be sub- 
mitted to the association for final de- 
cision. 

The member organizations are urged 
to use the best quality live stock avail- 
able for these contests and to conduct 
such contests with uniformity and fair- 
ness, and furthermore they should at- 
tempt to keep the field or arena free at 
all times from spectators, non-participat- 
ing contestants and live stock—to the 
end that there will be no dissatisfaction 
on the part of the contestants. General 
rules follow: 

(1) The management reserves the right 
to reject the entry of any contestant who 
has violated. the general rules, who has 
been dishonest in the competitions, or 
who has proven to be undesirable at any 
recognized rodeo contest 

(2) All contestants are required to read 
the rules carefully, particularly those re- 
lating to the contests or events in which 
they enter. Failure to understand rules 
will not be accepted as an excuse. 

(3) The managers assume no respons- 
ability or liability for injury or damage 
to the person, property or stock of any 


owner, contestant or assistant. Each 
participant, by the act of his entry, 
waives all claim against the manage- 


ment for injuries he, or his property, may 
sustain 

(4) The timers, judges and all other 
officials shall be appointed by the man- 
agement, and their decision will be final 
in all matters relating to the contests 
in which they are called to officiate. 

(5) Contestants should be at place in- 
dicated by management when drawings 
for horses and places are held. If they 
are not present, either in person or by 
representative, the management will 


name someone to draw for them and con- 
testants must accept the selection made. 


Numbers will be furnished by manage- 
ment to all contestants and number 
must be displayed so as to be visible to 
spectators and judges. 

(6) Contestants must be on hand to 
answer call of arena director and must 
comply with all other rules of the man- 
agement of each particular contest or 
exhibition held under the auspices of 
the Rodeo Association of America. When, 
in the opinion of the arena director, a 
sufficient number of contestants are 
present for an event, there will be no 
delay because other contestants are not 
present. 

(7) Substitutes will not be permitted 
in any event or contest. 

(8) Requests for withdrawal from any 
event or contest and the return of en- 
trance fee will be passed on by the man- 
agement and such requests will not be 
considered (except in case of injury to 
contestant) unless made at least one day 
in advance: 

(9) The management may withdraw 
any contestant’s name and entry, debar 
him from any or all events and with- 
hold any money due him, for violation 
of any of the governing rules or rules 
of the judges, or for any of the follow- 
ing offenses: 

Refusing to contest on animal drawn 
by or selected for him. 

Being under the influence of liquor 

Rowdyism 

Mistreatment of stock. 

Altercation with judges or officials. 

Failure to give assistance when re- 
quested to do so by arena director or for 
any other reason deemed sufficient by 
the management. 

The management wishes, especially, to 
announce to all contestants that any at- 
tempt to “cheat” the judges, the rules, 
or the stock may result in the contestant 
being disqualified and barred from fur- 
ther participation in any or all of the 
events held under the auspices of the 
Rodeo Association of America. 

(10) All contestants must participate 
in all down-town parades and grand en- 
tries on call of the management. 

(11) All entry fees must be paid in 
advance. Contestants should ask for a 
receipt signed by the cashier and should 
obtain their number when entry is 
made. Name must be signed in full 
and correct post-office address giver. 

(12) The management of each mem- 
ber organization of the Rodeo Associa- 
tion of America may make additional 
rules not in conflict with the general 
rules of the Rodeo Association of Ameri- 
ca. 
Contest rules follow: 


Bronk Riding—Riders and horses for 
each day will be selected by manage- 
ment; horses to be furnished by man- 
agement and riders will draw for mounts. 
If rider draws a horse he has once rid- 
den during this contest he must draw 
again Contestant must ride as often, 
and on any horse, as judges deem neces- 
sary to determine winner. Riding to be 
done with plain halter or hackamore, 
one rein and saddle, all of which will be 
furnished by the management. Saddles 
to be the recognized and accepted asso- 
ciation tree made and rigged design; rein 
to be three or four-strand braided grass 
or cotton rope and not to exceed one 
inch in diameter. Rein must be with- 
out tape or knots and must not be 
wrapped around hand. One arm free. 
Riders must not change hands on rein 
and rein hand must show daylight above 


horse's neck Riding rein and hand 
must be on same side Horses to be 
saddied in chute or arena as manage- 


ment may direct. Rider may cinch own 
saddle or examine same to determine if 
satisfactory. Rider must leave starting

(The judges 
will examine clothing, saddle, rein and 
spurs and exception will be made if 
local rules make necessary the covering 
of spur rowels.) 

Judging Bronk Riding—It is obvious 
that in awarding the world’s champion- 
ship in the bronk riding, the method 
of judging should be uniform, and while 
each member organization may prepare 
its own judge's sheet or chart it is 
necessary that the following method be 
adopted: 

Name and number of rider and name 
and number of horse 

Horse and rider rated separately on 
basis of 100 per cent. 

Percentage of both horse and rider to 
be added and divided by two, thus in- 
dicating final rating 

Chart or sheet should also show posi- 
tion from which the judge observed the 
ride to wit: right, left, front or rear. 
Chart should also allow ample space 
for notation of judge concerning redsons 
for rating. disqualifications or other re- 


arks giving all necessary information 
rd'ing the particular ride. 
a should be signed by judges, 


nd should be retained by man- 
for future reference. 

e; Wrestling or Bulldogging—Arena 
ns will determine start and dead- 
ine rules; penalties for violatious of 
tiese are matters for local de- 
vermination. There shall be three timers, 
@ dead-line referee, a field judge and as 
many other officials as the local man- 
agement finds necessary. Animals used 
for this contest should be closely in- 
spected and objectionable ones elimi- 
mated. All steers will be numbered or 
otherwise identified and drawn for, and, 
if possible, steers and contestants should 
be grouped so as to prevent a contestant 
from drawing the same steer more vhan 
once. Contestant will be disqualified if 
he attempts to, in any way, tamper with

steers, chutes or identification marks. 
Only one hazer allowed. Contestant 
must furnish own hazer and horses. 


After steer crosses deadline he belongs to 
wrestler, regardless of what happens. 
After catching steer, wrestler must bring 
it to a stop and twist it down. If steer 
is accidentally knocked or thrown down 
B before being brought to a stop, or is 
thrown by wrestler putting animal's 
horns into ground it must be let up on 
all four feet and then thrown. Steer 
will be considered down only when it 
is lying flat on its side, all four feet 
out and head straight. The fairness of 
catch and throw will be left to the 
judges and their decision will be final. 
Wrestler, after throwng steer, must sig- 
nal his finish to the judge with one 
hand while holding steer down with 
other and must not release steer until 
told to do so by judge. Suitable penal- 
ties for releasing steer before signal 
from judge and for loosening or knock- 
ing off horn may be imposed by man- 
agement as they see fit. Hazer must re- 
tire from field as soon as wrestler catches 
his steer and must not render any as- 
sistance to contestant while contestant 
is working with steer. Failure to observe 
this rule will impose penalty on con- 
testant 

There will be a time limit of two min- 
utes in this contest. If wrestler has not 
caught and thrown his steer in two min- 
utes he will retire from arena on signal 
and given no time. 

Calf Roping—There shall be three 
timekeepers, a tie or field judge, a dead- 
line referee and as many other officials 
as the local management finds necessary. 
Arena conditions will determine start 
and dead-line rules. Penalties for viola- 
tion of start or dead-line rules should 
be imposed as local conditions warrant, 
but such penalties should be sufficiently 
drastic to prevent deliberate infractions

that bring advantage to contestant. Ani- 
mais used for this event should be in- 
spected and objectionable ones elimi- 
nated After calf crosses deadline he 
belongs to contestant (roper) regardless 
of what happens. Two loops will be 
permitted and should he miss with both 
he must retire and no time will be 
allowed. Roping calf without releasing 
loop from hand is not permitted. Any 
catch if loop has passed over calf's head 
is a fair one, but catch made if loop has 
not passed over calf’s head will carry a 
10-second penalty. Catch must hold un- 
til roper gets his hands on calf. Con- 
testant must adjust rope and reins in a 
manner that will prevent horse from 
“busting” calf. If calf runs on rope and 
“busts” itself, no penalty shall be im- 
posed, but if roper deliberately “busts” 
calf he shall be penalized at least 20 
seconds. Contestant must receive no as- 
sistance of any kind from the outside. 
If horse drags calf, field judge may stop 
horse and any penalty for such dragging 
will be a matter for local determination 
Rope may be dallied or tied hard and 
fast—either is permissible. Contestant 
must dismount, go dowm rope and throw 
calf with hands and cross and tie any 
three feet. If calf is down when roper 
reaches it, the calf must be let up to his 
feet and then thrown by hand. The tie 
must hold until passed on by tie judge 
and roper must not touch calf after fir- 
ing finish signal until after judge has 
completed his examination. If tie comes 
loose or calf gets to his feet before the 
tie has been ruled a fair one, the roper 
will be given two minutes on calf. Judge 
should remove loop and turn calf over. 

Steer Roping—One man. There shall 
be three timers, a deadline referee and 
a tie or field judge, and as many other 
officials as the local management finds 
necessary. Animals for this contest 
should be carefully inspected and ob- 
jectionable ones eliminated All steers 
should be numbered or otherwise identi- 
fied and drawn for by contestants and, 
if possible, steers and contestants should 
be grouped so as to prevent a contestant 
drawing the same steer more than once. 
Steers to be given a deadline start in 
accordance with arena conditions—the 
length of the start to be determined by 
local management. Contestant must 
furnish own horse and can receive no 
assistance of any character from the 
outside. Two ropes may be used. Steer 
must be roped around horns, over head 
or half head, or around neck and loop 
may include one front foot. If steer is 
caught in a manner other than as 
described above, roper must not attempt 
to throw steer: if he does attempt a 
throw he will be signaled to withdraw. 
(The reason for this foul catch rule 
should be apparent to all ropers—it is to 
keep down criticism and opposition to 
this contest.) If foul catch is made sec- 
ond rope may be used, but first rope 
must be released from saddle. Steer 
must be thrown and three feet crossed 
and tied. After roper signals a com- 
pleted tie he will bring horse back toward 
steer so as to give ample slack to rope 
while judge is examining tie. Roper can- 
not touch steer after once giving his 
finish signal. Judge will determine tie 
and his decision is final. If steer gets 
up after roper has signaled and before 
tie has been ruled a fair one, no time 


will be allowed on that steer. Penalties 
may be imposed as local management 
sees fit. If two or more ropers use same 


horse, contestants should make that fact 
known when entering so that manage- 
ment may arrange places that will give 
each roper a fair chance.

den galleries the mid-air perches looked 
even higher and this was particularly 
evident when Alfredo Codona and 
Luicita Leers were performing their solo- 
spot stunts. 

Several changes have been made in 
the routine, among these the displace- 
ment of the jumping horse display from 
the finish position to the 20th spot, lead- 
ing into Hugo Zacchini’s “Human Pro- 
jectile” thriller. The suggestion for this 
change was implied in The Billboard 
story of the Bronx opening. It was 
pointed out that Zacchini is far too 
strong an attraction to be followed by 
anything else. 

The jumping horse display, which was 


not caught in the Bronx due to the late 
running time the opening night, came 
oft pleasingly and accounted for some 
genuine thrills. First came three gazelle- 
like llamas, leaping timidly but swiftly 
over the barriers. Followed several girl 
riders and a well-staged riderless horse 
bit. Several simians riding fast steeds 
next cleared the high barriers, followed 
by a pack of fleet hounds. Roman rid- 
ing, fully as glamorous as last year's 
display, was performed by three comely 
girls, each astride a pair of horses, and 
the display came to a stirring finish with 
the chariot races. Two gilt vehicles were 
used, with the appropriately dressed op- 
ponents each driving four sturdy horses. 
One paced the other as they made several 
circuits of the hippodrome at break-neck 
speed, slowing up past the finish post 
and lumbering off finally to a deafening 
reception 

The Hart Brothers, tumbling clowns, 
worked in display six and showed their 
stuff before this reviewer for the first 
time this season, having been prevented 
from opening in the Bronx due to a de- 
lay in the arrival of their paraphernalia 
The pair does several difficult rope- 
jumping bits atop a two-table stack and 
engage otherwise in mirth-provoking 
flocr antics, the effect enhanced by their 
colorful and bizarre clown costumes. 

After three weeks at the Garden, John 
Ringling’s army will betake itself to 
its train for an engagement in Boston 
in the new arena built on the site of 
the old North Station.

If it appears agreeable, 
offer to furnish a certain number of 
tickets which they are to sell at what- 
ever price they agree upon and in return 
give them a fair percentage of the gross 
as well as giving them assistance in the 
Sale of tickets and arranging some spe- 
cial stunt for the evening. Now you 
have invited and we will assume that 
the invitation is accepted. It is now 
up to you to see that every attention is 
given them the night of the party. See 
that your rink is thoroly clean and 
above all see that your employees give 
every service possible. Make it a success 
and you will have no trouble in staging 
other similar affairs. You will find that 
you have invited and received business 
heretofore foreign to your rink and if 
the party is successful, that business 
will stay with you. Furthermore you 
Will be surprised to discover the prestige 
these affairs will give to your rink. The

The services, simple and solemn, 
opened with the band playing dirges, 
followed by a prayer and a eulogy de- 
livered by the Rev. William Russell 
Owen, pastor of the First Baptist Church 
of Columbus, who paid a touching trib- 
ute to showfolk in general Professor 
Hudspeth delivered the showman’s trib- 
ute to the deceased members. Alyne 
Potter sang Nearer My God to Thee and 
Lead Kindly Light, followed by selections 
by the band, and as benediction was 
pronounced by the officiating clergyman 
and the haunting strains of Aloha were 
played and sung by Lee McKay’s Hawai- 
ian Orchestra “taps” were sounded and 
the services came to a conclusion. 

The graves of the victims were car- 
peted with a profusion of floral offerings 
and a huge wreath adorned the marble 
tomb, the donation of the Rubin &

Wage Earners Should Be Given 
Chance To Choose Own Amusement 


ROCK ISLAND, Ill., April 6.—-In an 
editorial published this week The Tri- 
City Labor Review tells the truth about 
carnivals and declares that wage earners 
should be given opportunity to choose 
their own amusements. Rock Island has 
been a good carnival spot, and such or- 
ganizations as the Grotto, Elks, Wood- 
men and Eagles, who have provided the 
carnival form of amusement, are pro- 
hibited from so doing by what The Tri- 
City Labor Review calls an _ entirely 
selfish motive. 

The subject, which is a particularly 
live one just at this season, is treated 
in the most informative article referred 
to, from which the following excerpts 
are taken: 

“The Rock Island City Council, at its 
last meeting, went on record that in the 
future no more permits for the holding 
of carnivals in Rock Island would be 
granted. This action is not to affect the 
permission already granted the Brundage 
Shows to exhibit in Rock Island under 
the auspices of the Tri-City Federation 
of Labor 

“While the Tri-City Federation of 
Labor appreciates the courtesy extended 
it, it feels that the council erred in plac- 
ing a future ban on amusements of this 
character. 

“It is quite true that a petition pre- 
sumably signed by a number of Rock 
Island business firms protesting against 
granting of permits for carnivals was 
presented to the council, but from the 
information that The Labor Review can 
gather these business houses were not 
greatly concerned over the question of 
carnivals, but were induced to sign by 
certain motion picture theater owners 
who were fearful that the average work- 
ing man and woman might spend a few 
dimes somewhere other than at their 
box-office windows. 

“The Labor Review bows to no one in 
this community, either individuals or 
firms, as a champion of home loyalty; 
in fact, we are the only paper that each 
week makes a plea for home patronage. 
In addition, ‘the Federation of Labor is 


continuously urging its membership to 
be loyal to home institutions. Our rec- 
ord is such that we defy anyone to prove 
he has done more to help the local mer- 
chants than have The Labor Review and 
the Tri-City Federation of Labor, but we 
do believe in being consistent and we 
recognize the rights of the working peo- 
ple to determine the character of amuse- 
ment that they wish to patronize. And 
the council could possibly have waited 
until the people who patronize carnivals 
and receive amusement therefrom had 
been given an opportunity to be heard. 


“Why should those who do not look to 
the carnival for amusement be allowed 
to sit in judgment upon the thousands 
who patronize carnivals every time they 
exhibit in any of our cities? If the ma- 
jority of our people did not want carni- 
vals’ they would indicate that fact by 
staying away from them. But if one 
really wants to find out what the people 
of Rock Island, Moline and Davenport 
think about carnivals just wander down 
to the showgrounds on any summer eve- 
ning when they are exhibiting here. The 
fact of the matter is the carnival and 
the circus provide a diversion for the 
wage earner who has been compelled to 
rely upon the movies for practically the 
entire year for his recreation, while those 
who would deny him this diversion are 
lolling away the hot summer months at 
some seaside of mountain resort 

“The argument that carnivals are not 
educational and have a tendency to 
verge on immorality is so much blah 
While we all enjoy the movies and admit 
that they have proved a boon to the 
workingmen, we must also acknowledge 
that you can find more actual portrayal 
of immodesty and suggestiveness in the 
average society thriller than you ever 
found on a carnival ground. , 

“Carnivals do leave money in the town 
that they show in First of all 
centage goes to the auspices under 
which they play. Secondly, all of the 
supplies for the upkeep of their large 
corps of employees is always purchased 
in the local community. Third, every

carnival hes at least one pay day in 
every city, and the employees invariably 
leave considerable of their wages with 
the local merchants, purchasing such 
supplies as clothing, hats, shoes, shirts. 
etc., while all of them patronize loca! 
barber shops. In fact, a carnival barely 
takes 10 per cent of its money out of the 
home city. 

‘The same cannot be said about some 
other forms of amusement over which 
no protest is made. For example, The 
Desert Song played in Moline the other 
night, stopping just long enough to give 
a performance and take thousands of 
dollars out of the city Other road 
shows have done the same continuously 
and no protest has ever been made, nor 
should be made, as every community 
should have a certain amount of diversi- 
fied amusement. 

“Let t carnivals come. They are 
cleaner more moral than ever before 
in their history, and if the people do 
not want them they won't patronize 
them, which will in itself be sufficient 
to keep them from our city.”

Norman Brothers 


Reviewed at Fox's Savoy, Brooklyn. 
Style—Ring and balancing. Setting—In 
one and three (cyc.) Time—Six min- 
utes. 

A pair of tall boys, dressed in hybrid 
era costumes that accentuate their lank- 
iness to a disadvantage, do a fairly good 
routine of ring stunts, winding up with 
muscle exhibiting and hand-to-hand 
balancing. They are evidently the same 
boys caught back in 1924, billed as Nor- 
man Brothers and Jeanette. 

First one is on the mid-air rings, per- 
forming neat but ufsensational body 
turns. His partner follows in a similar 
cycle of maneuvers. Both are on the 
rings finally. The highlight of this part 
of their work is a toe-to-toe catch, 
which got them a big hand at this view- 
ing. Coming out “in one” one offers a 
biceps exhibition in the spot. Together 
again, they do lithe balancing bits, fea- 
tured by a demonstration of thigh 
equilibristics. A neat walkoff, with un- 
derstander holding up his _ partner, 
crumbled into a heap, with one arm 
high above his head. They were warmly 
received at the bows here. E. E. 8. 


Reis and Dunn 


Reviewed at Loew’s American, New 
York. Style—Harmony singing. Setting 
—In one. Time—Thirteen minutes. 

Artie Dunn, formerly of the team of 
Fain and Dunn, is now doing his har- 
mony singing with Les Reis. They pair 
off nicely; have corking voices, pleasing 
personalities and clean-cut appearan'e. 
Dunn stays at the ivories playing the ac- 
companiment and providing harmony, 
while Reis is in front doing the heavy 
warbling. Several weepy pop. songs are 
offered and Dunn does his familiar solo 
about the Bronx Express. 


Several imperfections show up in 
Reis’ work. He shouts his songs and 
experiences difficulty sometimes in 


reaching the high registers. Another 
thing, he has a tendency to use lots of 
hand gestures for personalitiy effect, 
which becomes boresome and at times 
effaces Dunn's pleasing expression. 
Their voices blend sweetly in harmony 
singing; there are also good tonal dis- 
plays in the solos. Dunn cleverly sells 
his “Bronx” comedy song. Deserved the 
loud applause. Act is good for a string 
of real dates S.H 


Fields and Georgia 


Reviewed at Loew’s American, New 
York. Style—Comedy aml dancing. 
Setting—iIn one. Time—Ten minutes. 

Sammy Fields, recently of Fenton and 
Fields, has found an excellent teammate 
in Arnold Georgia. Both sail breezily 
thru their comedy chatter and eccentric 
hoofing, getting loud and continuous 
laughs. Altho the material is all to be 
desired, the act's effectiveness is due to 
the team’s charm of presentation. One 
of them is the heavy comedian, rummy 
nose and ruddy cheeks, while the other 
is a most agreeable straight, parrying 
with the funster in great style. One of 
the choice pieces of business used by 
the comedian is the assumption of an 
angelic expression when his exasperated 
partner gets real sore. 

The footwork, secondary to the gags, is 
delivered nicely, with no letup on the 
clowning. Just a lot of unprincipled 
fun, easily accomplishing its laugh- 
getting purpose. They were given a 
loud and prolonged sendoff. A good bet 
for the ritzier family houses. S. H. 


N. T. G. Broadway Eves 


Reviewed at For’s Academy, New York. 
Style—Singing and dancing revue. Set- 
ting—In one and full stage (specials). 
Time—Thirty-five minutes. 


A poorly staged and amateurish at- 
tempt at a flash act. In the opening 
spot on the bill it went cold at the Acad- 
emy, this despite the fact that the girls 
wear just about enough apparel to get 
by. To the casual observer it would ap- 
pear that the play for favor was built 
arourd the quasi-nudity of the girls in 
the chorus. In most of the numbers 
succeeding costumes worn by the indi- 
vidual girls appeared more startlingly 
scanty than former ones. 

The best bit in the entire act is turned 
in by the male acrobatic dancer, who 


really has talent and consequently stood 
out like a diamond in a handful of 
chipped glass. 

The master of ceremonies has a fair 
voice, but overdoes it by singing three 
consecutive numbers, which increased 
the slowness of the act in getting started. 
His efforts to cajole the house for ap- 
plause for the performers was also too 
wearing on the nerves. He went in over- 
necessarily for the slogan that has be- 
come trite from constant usage, “Give 
the little girl a great big hand.” In but 
rare instances did the house nibble to 
his come-on applause, usually waiting 
for something meriting their apprecia- 
tion before replying with any noticeable 
hand-clapping. 

This act has little to recommend it as 
substantial entertainment.

Bassett and Bailey 


Reviewed at Loew's American, New 
York. Style—Acrobatic novelty. Setting 
—Full Stage. Time—Seven minutes. 

A fast-moving acrobatic novelty con- 
cerned most with hand-to-hand work, 
featuring the woman’s strength and 
man’s daring atop a high pyramid of ta- 
bles and chairs. The team walk out 
slowly and the man goes into a brief bit 
of handstanding while his partner struts 
around showing off her powerful build. 
She then demonstrates her ability in 
hand-to-hand work with the man. No 
seeming effort at all to her lifting. She 
first works prone on the floor and then 
rises to do more endurance lifts. 

Man is also gifted with exceptional 
hand power. He constantly does some 
form of handstands during the entire 
act. Closing bit is making a pyramid 
of tables and chairs, using three tables 
and four chairs, for man’s balancing. 
Pyramid reaches right up to the floods 
and many times swaying dangerously. 
He handstands on his way up the make- 
shift arrangement and down, too. Were 
well received in the opener. S. H. 


Marjorie Burton 


Reviewed at Loew’s American, New 
York. Style—Singing novelty. Setting— 
In one. Time—Ten minutes. 

Miss Burton, neat appearing blonde, 
possesses an exceptionally high vocal 
register, which she uses nicely in singing 
light operatic numbers, but fares much 
better with it in imitating musical in- 
struments. She warbles several numbers 
well out of the ordinary range, but rou- 
tine becomes interesting when she does 
her imitating bits. Her first one is of a 
violin, holding that instrument for ef- 
fect.

an Equity contract covering speaking 
parts in talking pictures? An over- 
whelming majority was in favor of the 
first question, altho nothing could be 
learned of the poll on the other two. 
The Equity office here is secretive both 
on the vote and the action it may bring. 
It will neither affirm nor deny. 

Among those close to the situation, 
however, it is believed that Gilimore’s 
visit is to make a personal investigation 
of the picture field. It was originally 
believed that Equity might take definite 
action while the president of that or- 
ganization was personally in the field. 
Now leaders in the trade here are in- 
clined to think that nothing toward put- 
ting an Equity policy in effect will be 
done until Gillmore has retured to New 
York and placed his finding before the 
il and other officials of the organi- 
zation. This would mean that a cam- 
paign to organize the talking picture 
actors would be directed from the New 
York headquarters. Estimates on the 
potential Equity strength in the talkie 
field are varied, but many of those close 
to the situation say that at the present 
time that organization can count on 
‘lose to 75 per cent membership 

With the rapid growth of the talkies 


coun 


in the past few months, Equity has great- 
ly increased its hold on the field. More 
and more legitimate players, who are, of 


course, active Equity members, are tak- 
ing part in talking pictures, and the ce- 
mand for experienced players from the 
legitimate stage is on the increase. On

matic aspects of his theme, altho there 
is an undercurrent of seriousness rune- 
ning thru the play.
